Word was received here today from 
Mrs.. Hazen that on the day of his 
death she had received a letter from 
her. husband written in Excelsior 
Springs. 

Hazen’s “‘check-kiting” operations 
are said to have totaled one and one- 
half million dollars, but he died prac- 
tically penniless.

Henry Waldermeyer Jr., 27 years 
old, a former bookkeeper for the 
Federal Reserve Bank and other 
banks in St. Louis, for whom the 
defense was made that he was of 
unsound mind in his trial yesterday 
in Judge Landwehr’s court on a 
charge of first degree robbery, was 
found guilty and sentenced to 12 
years in the penitentiary by a jury, 
whose sealed verdict was opened in 
court at 9:15 this morning. 

Waldermeyer is the son of Henry 
Waldermeyer Sr. of 3216 Hawthorne 
boulevard, who is head of the Wal- 
dermeyer Transfer Co., 1709 South 
Third street. He is married and at 
the time of his arrest resided at 311 
Geyer avenue. 

Based on Robbery in 1920. 

Waldermeyer’s case went to the 
jury at 5:45 p. m. yesterday and the 
verdict was reached at 8:45. 

The crime upon which the charge 
against him was based.was the rob- 
bery Dec. 21, 1920, of Fred Wester- 
mann, manager of the butcher shop 
of the Star Packing Co., 2855 Shen- 
andoah avenue, in the butcher shop. 
Three men on that occasion took $12 
from Westermann’s pockets and $62 
from his cash register. 

Waldermeyer and Clarence and 
Charles Beckman, brothers, were 
arrested and all three were identi- 
fied by Westermann and his daugh- 
ter as the men who robbed him. 
Clarence Beckman was tried by a 
jury and was sentenced to five. years 
in the penitentiary. Charles Beck- 
man pleaded guilty of this crime 
and two others, and was sentenced to 
12 years in the penitentiary. There 
are five other robbery indictments 
against Waldermeyer, in some of 
which the Beckman brothers also 
are accused. 

Waldermeyer was defended by 
former Circuit Attorney Thomas B. 
Harvey, who did not deny the com- 
mission of the crime, but set up the 
defense of unsound mind. The _ de- 
fendant’s father and his sister, Mrs. 
A. V. Schaefer of 2316 Michigan 
avenue, testified that when he was 
between 4 and 6 years old he suf- 
fered from an attack of infantile 


paralysis, which left him: with an 
Continued on Page 2, Column 2.

half of 1 per cent on gross sales in 
excess of $6000 a year. 

The Democrats voted solidly 
against the sales tax and were joined 
by 17 Republicans. 

The second sales tax vote today is 
expected to end the present drive for 
this form of taxation, but in the de- 
bate last night some speakers on the 
| Republican side, particularly Sen- 
ators McCumber of North Dakota 
and McCormick of Illinois, predicted 
that such a tax might be necessary 
in connection with soldiers’ bonus 
bill. Senator Lenroot, Republican, 
of Wisconsin, predicted that the 
bonus bill would be put through be- 
fore next July 1. 

Procedure with regard to the tax 
revision bill after the vote on the 
second sales tax proposal is somé- 
what doubtful. Notice has been 
given that there will be renewal of 
the fight to add the bonus bill to 
the tax measure.and to substitute a 
graduated corporation tax” for the 
flat 15 per cent.tentatively agreed 
upon, but the order of their presen- 
tation is uncertain. These are the 
only big issues remaining in the tax 
fight and the general opinion at the 
Capitol seems to be that a final vote 
on the revision bill will be had by 
tomorrow night. 

Some Republican leaders believe 
the bill might be passed _ tonight, 
but Senator Penrose, of Pennsyl- 
vania, in charge of the measure, does 
not look upon this as more than @ 
possibility.

FIVE PIERS OF FREIGHT 
AT WEEHAWKEN BURN 


Night Blaze on Waterfront At- 
tracts Great Crowds; Loss to 
Erie Railroad Runs in Millions. 


By the Associated Press. 
WEEHAWKEN, N. J., Nov. 4.— 


The Erie Railroad's Weehawken 
piers and waterfront yards were laid 
waste éarly today by one of the most 
spectacular fires the metropolitan 
area has witnessed in years. 

Five piers, all heavily laden with 
freight; a five-story flour warehouse,! 
30 loaded barges, a train of 30 load- 
ed freight cars, and another of five 
oil tanks were destroyed. Early es- 
timates of the loss ranged from $1,- 
000,000 up but the figures were 
frankly guesses and will remain 
speculative until a check can be 
made of the varied shipments that 
were in transit. 

Flames Sweep Waterfront. 

The fire was discovered shortly 
before midnight on pier @¢ within an 
hour it had swept over nearly a half 
mile of water front, illuminating the 
sky for miles around, and drawing 
great throngs of spectators to the 
Jersey and Manhattan sides of the 
Hudson. 

A strong breeze which fanned the 
flames carried burning embers across 
the river, showering them down on 
the New York water front and car- 
rying some as far as Times Square. 
Crews of several steamships on the 
Manhattan side were called out to 


_.| quench great clusters of blazing em- 


bers that rained down on the ships. 

One of the doomed piers was 
leased to the Standard Oil Co. of 
New Jersey and contained several 
thousands of barrels of crude oil. A 
series of minor explosions occurred 
when the flames ate their way into 
thig pier. 


Fireboats Check Spread. 

Fireboats from New York and 
every available piece of fire appara- 
tus from Hoboken, Jersey City and 
other New Jersey towns were called 
out to aid the Weehawken force in 
its unequal struggle, but confined 
their efforts to prevent further 
spread of the fire. Three firemen 
were seriously injured when the roof 
of one of the piers collapsed under 
them. 

The fire was the third to occur on 
Erie Railroad property within six 
weeks. Six weekg ago fire was dis- 
covered in the machine shops at Jer- 
sey City and two weeks ago on a Jer- 
sey City pier. Both were extin- 
guished before much damage had 
been done. No theory has been ad- 
vanced as to the origin of today’s 
fire.

2 p. m. yesterday on Bond avenue, 
between Sixteenth and Seventeenth 
streets, East St. Louis, were due to 
the reckless driving of the automo- 
bile in which they were riding, was 
returned today. In the absence of 
conclusive evidence as to who was 
driving, the driver was not named 


in the verdict. 

There was testimony that Harry 
Shields, 30, 3449A Olive. street, 
president of the Southwest Motor 
Sales Co., 3664 Gravois avenue, was 
driving the car a short time before 
the accident. Shields, whose spine 
was fractured, causing paralysis be- 
low the waist, is at St. Mary's Ilos- 
pital, East St. Louis, in a serious 
condition, and no statement has been 
obtained from him. The automobile 
bore a dealer's license issued to the 
Southwest company. 

Coroner Barker stated after the 
inquest that he had heard that Ed- 
ward Courts of St. Louis also was 
injured and was taken from. the 
scene of the accident in an automo- 
bile to a St. Louis hospital, but there 
was no testimony to that effect. 


On Way to Dog Races. 

The men were on their way to 
the St. Clair dog races. The auto-

JEFFERSON CITY, Nov. 4.—Ad- 
ministrative work in the building of 
highways in Missouri during the last 
five years, including 1921, has cost

BRITAIN PLANS 50 NEW SCHOOLS 
EACH YEAR IN PALESTINE

JERUSALEM, Oct. 10-—The Brit- 
ish Government, which has @ man- 
date over Palestine, has undertaken 
a plan to place a school with the 
reach of every child in Palestine. It 
hopes to accomplish this within a 
few years. 

The purpose is to establish 50 new 
schools each year, these to be distrib- 
uted throughout Palestine at points 
where the need is greatest. Already 
hundreds of children are receiving 
for the first time the benefits of an 
education. 

Before the war Jerusalem, then a 
city of some 80,000 inhabitants, 
could not boast of a single Govern- 
ment high school. Even now 70 per- 
sons out of every 100 do not know 
how to read and write. 

The path of educational develop- 
ment tin Palestine contains one great 
stumbling block, the lack of co-

Effort of Evelyn Nesbit to End Life Recalls Stories of Other Beautiful Women 
Who Trod Primrose Path to Its Bitter End in New York.

“IT am tired of life.” said Evelyn 
Nesbit, after swallowing a dose of 
morphine a few days ago in New 
York, with the purpose of terminat- 
ing the existence which was fa- 


tiuging her. 

At 35, still good looking, not yet 
down to bare poverty, although un- 
able at the moment to pay a debt 
of $300, the woman who 14 years 
ago was the most discussed of her 
sex in the whole world was desper- 
ate. She was finding conditions un- 
bearable. She hated the past, and 
the future seemed to hold nothing 
for her. 

She was saved. Quick medical 
treatment removed the poison. She 
goes on facing the years to come. 
But an unhappy death—of the sort 
which has overcome many and many 
a once beautiful girl who strayed 
early into pleasure’s pathways—was 
very close to her. 

The incident of Evelyn Nesbit’s 
attempt at suicide brought to the 
memory of those who think of such 
things a long succession of women 
who are now gone; women who rode 
high on the waves of riches, popu- 
larity and gayety, whose exploits and 
expressions held public attention at 
fine focus, but who invariably in the 
end crashed down to sorrow and 
death. New York saw and knew 
many such. 

It is a long way back to the days 
of Josie Mansfield, but many of the 
elder cam remember that famous 
beauty who flashed dramatically 
across the scene in the early seven- 
ties. Helen Josephine Mansfield she 
was originally. New England born, 
brought up in California, married 
first to an actor named Frank Law- 
lor, divorced by him, and then in 
1867 becoming the protegee of James

to Philadelphia and made her home 
with a married sister. 

She is dead now. Just where, 
when or in what circumstances she 
passed away were matters kept s¢- 
cret by her relatives. But there 
were few to mourn and Josie is an 
almost forgotten memory now. 

Bettina Girard is another name 
with which New York was familiar 
in a somewhat later period. Betty 
Ordway was the daughter of Gen. 
Albert Ordway, U. S. A. At 1, 
tiring of convent life, she went upon 
the stage in Washington and her 
ravishing young beauty and ex- 
quisite voice caused a tremendous 
sensation. 

She was the heroine of the first 
“slipper toast” known to history. A 
young attache of the French Em- 
bassy at a supper party told her: “I 
will make you famous,” and pulling 
off her little pump he filled it with 
champagne and drank her health. 

Bettina Girard soon was married 
to Arthur Padeiford, a handsome 
young millionaire. They went abroad 
to live. Three months later he was 
separated from her, and later he 
won a divorce and at the same time 
repudiated the fatherhood of a child 
born to her. " 

The woman came back to Amer- 
ica. For a time she was an attrac- 
tion on the stage, but she began to 
drift downward. She drank heavily, 
and the news that “Betty Girard was 
picked up unconscious on the street” 
became rather a commonplace. 
Often she was arrested; oftener sent 
to hospitals. 

Man after man married her, only 
to have the bonds severed in a short 
time. She had seven husbands alto- 
gether, most of them actors. In 1894, 
after a prolonged drinking bout, she 
was placed in Roosevelt . Hospital 
suffering from acute neumonia 
and there she died, almost friend- 
less. 

Clara Ward was not a native of 
New York. She came from Detroit, 
but she spent much time here and 
her escapades interested the whole 
United States. Possessed of a great 
fortune left her by her father, she 
was married in the early nineties to 
the Prince de Chimay, a Beigian no- 
bleman. Indeed, she was one of the 
first “American Princesses.” 

Tiring of court life, she ran away 
to Vienna and startled the world by 
eloping with a Hungarian gypsy vio- 
linist, Jancsi Rigo, to whom she later 
was married after Prince Chimay 
had divorced her. She lavished a 
fortune upon Rigo, but after a time 
left him and took up with various 
other men. The Hungarian came to 
this country and fiddled in various 
restaurants and cabarets in New 
York. 

Im 1917 the former Clara Ward 
died poor and unhappy in Padua, 
Italy, the wife of Albano Cassolata, 
who had become her husband after 
she and Rigo parted. 

A recent follower of the gay life 
who came to a miserable end was 
Florence Schenck, a beautiful Vir- 
ginian. She was the daughter of Dr. 
Powhatan Schenck of Norfolk, and 
granddaughter of a Governor of the 
State. At 17 she ran away from 
home with Charlies Henry Wilson, 
manager of Alfred Vanderbilt's sta- 
ble of show horses, and went with 


him to England. This was in 1906. 
She said later that she believed she 


was married to him, but he denied | 


there had been any ceremony. 


Disillusioned, she returned after a | 
short pefiod and became wue of the | 
gayest of the gay in the life of New | 


York. A “party” in the lively circles 
where the word means a drinking 
bout was never complete without the 
tall, blue-eyed beauty. She tried the 
stage, but was untalented, and before 
long abandoned it and became one of 


those women whose means of liveli- | 


hood no one ever knows for certain. 
But she did not abandon drinking 
and before long was a confirmed dip- 
somaniac. 


She died ea:ly in 1914, forgiven at 
the last moment by her father, and 
whispering words of advice to young 
girls to keep away from alcoho! and 
the stage, and to beware 
promises of men.

“That's very true, we, too, are 
concerned with what happens in 
the Pacific—many of our own people 
are openly saying the next war will 
be with Japan. Wd would like to 
see Far Eastern questions settled s» 
that American business enterprise 
will have an.equal opportunity 
alongside Japanese, British 
French business as the case may be.” 

And the British statesman might 
Pave continued thus: 

“Fine, if the President of the 
United States calls a conference on 
armament and there is a discussion 
of Far Eastern questions in connec- 
tion with it, we will not object. The 
initiative will come from the United 
States and we will not be in the posi- 
tion of offending Japan.” 

Harding Issues the Call. 

So President Harding issued the 
call. Curiously enough the publicity 
was somewhat bungled, that is from 
the European viewpoint—something 
that doesn’t happen often. Before 
the formal call was issued by Presi- 
dent Harding—two days to be exact 
—Prime Minister Lloyd George al- 
most let the cat out of the bag by 
referring mysteriously to a diplo- 
matic note which had. been sent to 
the Powers and to which replies 
were expected before the next move 
in the Anglo-Japanese situation 
could be discussed. It had been 
hoped that informal soundings 
might develop whether Japan would 
come into such a conference and 
then formal announcement could be 
made, 

But it didn’t work out that way. 
Mr, Harding issued the cal] and gave 
the facts at once to the press. Japan 
might have been debating stiil 
whether to enter an international 
conference on Far Eastern questions 
if the discussion had been kept ege- 
cret. With invitations issued to the 
major Powers of the world Japan 
could not afford to quibble and hesi- 
tate. She was compelled by world 
opinion to enter the conference. 

Meanwhile, Prime Minister Lloyd 
George went out of his way to praiss 
the “initiative” of President Hard- 
ing and Premier Briand said the 
Same thing in the French Parlia- 
ment, all of which was designed to 
remove suspicion that the British 
were trying to start a world parley 
which would do away with the An- 
glo-Japanese alliance. 

Yet that is the cold fact. Sooner 
or later Japan will realize that when 
America projected Far Eastern ques- 
tions in the conference on limitation 
of armaments, that act sealed the 
doom of the Anglo-Japanese al- 
liance, though it might’ well be said 
that Canada and Australia had al- 
ready made it impossible for the 
British Government to keep the pact 
much longer. 

In any event, the issuance of the 
call for a conference on Far East- 
ern questions simply revived the 
whole controversy which has been 
intermittently bothering European 
chancellories for more than two dec- 
ades, ever since Secretary John Hay 
tried to establish the “open door” 
policy and ever since the Shantung 
dispute at the Paris conference gave 
China on the one hand a chance to 
lay her case conspicuously before the 
world, while Japan stood off and 
made plans to take advantage of the 
disintegration of Russian unity and 
the Siberian debacle,

Exit the Old Guard. 

HE conferences and meetings in 
preparation for the great Sena- 
torial fight having been conclud- 
ed, the scene of activities was trans- 
ferred to Trenton,’ where shortly 
after the inauguration plans were 

laid for the final battle. 
Immediately upon the conclusion 
of the inaugural ceremonies, the 
“hand to hand” contests for the great 
prize and, incidentally, the leadership 
of the Democrats, was on in full 
swing. At the heginning of the fight 
the bosses cou d upon the active 
support of the influential Democratic 
leaders throughout the State, like 
Johnston Cornish of Warren County, 
Barney Gannon and Peter Daily of 
Middlesex County, old Dr. Barbor of 
Hunterdon County, Otto Wittpenn of 
Hudson County, Billy French and 
Judge Westcott of Camden, Dave 
Crater of Monmouth and minor 
bosses or leaders in South and Middle 
Jersey. But in utter amazement they 


or},found that we had captured these 


fine pieces of heavy political artillery 
and tMat through them we had ac- 
quired and taken over some of the 
most valuable pire salients in the 
State. ; 

’ “Going After the Irish Vote. 

A little incident in the campaign 
is worth reciting. In managing the 
campaign I found that for some un- 
accountable reason the so-called 
Irish vote of the State was massed 
solidly behind ex-Senator Smith and 
in bitter opposition to Gov. Wilson. 
We were constantly coming in con- 
tact with these currents of opposi- 
tion, and how to overcome them and 
bring the Irish vote into our fold 
was the task that devolved upon me 
as the manager of Martine’s cam- 
paign. Seated in my office one day 
I recalled that years before I had 
read in the Congressional Record an 
account of a speech delivered inthe 
United States Senate by James Smith 
upholding in terms of highest praise 
the fainous Hay-Pauncefote treaty. 
The speech in all its details, partic- 
ularly the argument it contained 
calling for closer relations between 
the United States and Gerat Britain, 
was still fresh in my memory. Evi- 
dently Senator Smith and his Irish 
friends had forgotten it, for he was 
now trying to mobilize the Irish 
vote of the State in his favor. On 
rereading this speech of the old 
Senator I smiled .with satisfaction, 
realizing the campaign use that could 
be made of it. After considering the 
matter carefully, I sent for a devot- 
ed friend of mine, a fine, clean-cut 
Irishman, who stood high in the 
ranks of the Clan-Na-Gael and other 
Irish societies in our county. After 
he had read the speech we discussed 
the method of using it, for we felt 
sure that our Irish friends, when 
they became acquainted with this 
speech upon reading it, would not 
find themselves in agreement with 
Smith’s attitude toward England and 
the treaty. My friend consented to 
write letters to the leading papers, 
particularly the Irish papers of the 
State, setting forth Smith’s attitude 
toward the treaty. The effect upon 
the Irish vote was immediate, and 
soon resolutions began to be adopted 
by the various Irish societies 
throughout the State denouncing 
Smith for having advocated the 
much-despised “Anglo-Saxon Alli- 
ance,” 

While I opposed Senator Smith 
in this contest, there was nothing 
personally antagonistic in my atti- 
tude. We were, I hope,. friends 
throughout the conflict and many 
times since then we have discussed 
the events leading up to Martine’s 
election to the United States Sen- 
ate. It was only a few months ago, 
while seated at a table at the Shore- 
ham Hotel in Washington, that the 
old Senator, genial and debonair as 
ever, was discusging the fights of 
the old days, and particularly the 
events leading up to his defeat for 
the United States senatorship. In 
discussing the New Jersey cam- 
paign, he told me of the use that 
had been made by “someone” in 
the Wilson ranks of his Senate 
speech on the MHay-Paunocefote 
treaty. He said that his reason for 
making this speech was his sincere 
desire to bring about more amicable 
relations between the United States 
and England, and as I listened to 
this frank recital I felt that, al- 
though the use I had made of his 
speech was legitimate in the circum- 
stances, there was nothing to be 
proud of in having exploited the 
Senator’s really fine speech for po- 
litical purposes. 

Balloting at Trenton. 

The State House at Trenton on 
the night previous to the balloting 
for the senatorship was a place of 
feverish activity. The Essex Chief- 
‘tain, Smith, kept “open house” in 
the then famous room 100 of the 
Trenton House. The Governor- 
elect, calm and apparently undis- 
turbed, but anxious and ready for 
a contest, moved about the execu- 
tive offices attending to offictal mat- 
ters. 

We felt confident of the result of 
the vote if the members of the Leg- 
islature were left free, but we were 
certain that every kind of pressure 
would be put upon them to change 
the votes, of the wabblers in our 
ranks. All night long and until 4 or 
6 o’clock in the morning, the Gov- 
ernor-elect and I remained in the 
executive office,.keeping in close 
con with our friends both by tel-

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jephony and personal conference. | 
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How the New Governor of New Jersey Routed 
the Opposition to His Progressive Legisla- 
tive Program and Put It Over 

Without a Break. . 


Senator Smith never knew it, but 
some of the men close to him and 
participating in his own conferences 
on this fateful night, hourly brought 
to us information as ts what would 
be the real ‘lineup of his forces 
on the day set for balloting. We 
found a spy in our own ranks—a 
leading lawyer and politician from 
my own county, who, while pretend- 
ing to be our friend, was supplyinz 
the enemy with what he thought 
was useful information. We, how- 
ever, were already aware of this 
gentleman's duplicity and, although 
he never suspected it, whenever he 
left the executive office he was fol- 
lowed by a professional detective, 
who heard and reported to us ev3ry 
bit of information he had suppliej 
to our political foes. 

On the night before the election 
the Smith-Nugent leaders had gath- 
ered their forces and, headed by a 
band, paraded through the streets 
of Trenton, passing in review before 
Senator Smith, who stood upon the 
steps of the Trenton House and 
greeted them in most generous fash- 
ion. The purpose of this demonstra- 
tion was obvious to the Governor- 
elect and his friends. It was simply 
to give to the arriving legislators an 
impression of great strength behind 
the Smith-Nugent forces. 

“Jim” Smith’s Show of Strength. 

On the morning of the balloting 
the corridors and lobby of the State- 
house were crowded with the hench- 
men of the Essex chieftain. The sur- 
face indications were that Smith had 
the necessary number of votes, but to 
those of us who were able accurately 
to analyze the situation it was ap- 
parent that the froth would soon pass 
away. The parade and the demon- 
stration of the Nugent followers had 
deeply impressed some of the men 
in our ranks, particularly the editor 
of a Trenton newspaper, who came 
to the executive offices and urged 
upon the Governor the publication of 
a statement which he had prepared, 
filled with grandiloquent phrase, 
warning the people of the State that 
the members of the Legislature were 
about to be coerced and threatened 
by the “strong arm” methods of the 
Smith-Nugent organization. 

Frankly, the suggestion which this 
Trenton editor made to the new Gov- 
ernor impressed him. The Governor 
made certain changes in the state- 
ment and then sent for me to read it, 
asking my advice upon it. The first 
test of my official connection with 
the Governor was at hand. Upon 
reading the editor’s article I saw 
at once that its issuance’ would be 
unwise, and I frankly said so. 

My practical and political objec- 
tion to it, however, was that if pub- 
lished it would give to the people of 
the State the impression that our 
forces were in a panic and that we 
were in grave fear of the result. I 
further argued that it was an at-. 
tempt at executive coercion of the 
Legislature that would meet with 
bitter ‘resentment. I felt that we had 
already won the fight; that the Leg- 
islature, which was the jury in the 
case, was inclined to favor us if we 
did not seek to influence its mom- 
bers by such foolish action as the 
Trenton editor advised. The state- 
ment was not published. 

I found in this little argument with 
the new Governor that he was 
open-minded and anxious for advice, 
and I therefore felt free to discuss 
mattets with him in the frankest 
way. 

Turning the Votes to Martine. .- 

The first ballot showed Martine 
leading heavily™ In the following 
ballots he gained strength at every 
count. The Legislature adjourned 
the first day without reaching a deci- 
sion. As we surveyed the field after 
the first day’s balloting it was clear 
to us that if we hoped to win the 
fight we would have to have Hudson 
County’s legislative vote. The Dem- 
ocratic boss, Bob Davis, who con- 
trolled this vote, lay ill, and had en- 
trusted his affairs to the hands of a 
fine, clean-cut, wholesome Irish- 
American, James Hennessy, then 
chairman of the Hudson County 
Democratic Committee. He was one 
of the squarest men I ever met in 
politics and had been an intimate 
associate of my father in the old 
days in Jersey City. On tho day of 
the final balloting we were sorely 
pressed. When it seemed as if we 
had reached the limit of our strength 
it o¢curred to me that a final appeal 
to Hennessy by the Governor might 
have some effect. We decided to 
send for Hennessy to come to the 
executive offices. It was clear from 
his attitude when he arrived that 
while his sympathies lay with us he 
was bound in honor to carry out the 
instructions of his chief and deliver 
the Hudson County vote to Smith. 
The Governor, getting very close to 
him and discussing the campaign in 
the most intimate way, told him that 
if Martine was rejected the political 
effect on our party's fortunes would 
be disastrous; that we were sure we 
had the votes and that the next bal- 
lot would give proof of this, and that 
it was only a question, to use 4 cam- 


paign phrase, of “getting on the 


} 


band wagon” and making Martine’s 
nomination unanimous. 

When the Governor concluded his 
talk I turned to Henmessy in the 
most familiar way and spoke of the 
Governor’s desire to elect Martine 
and of the unselfish purpose he had 
in mind, and how he, Hennessy wag 
blocking the way. I said to him, 
“You have it in your power to do a 
big thing. You may never have the 
chance again.” He finally stood up 
and said to me, “What do you want 
me todo?” I told him that we want- 
ed him to go to the HudSon delegates 
and send word to Davis that the 
“jig” was up’and that they must 
throw their support to Martine. 
Shortly after this meeting the Hud- 
son delegation met in caucus and 
agreed to support Martine. 

When Smith and Nugent heard of 
this message they practically surren- 
dered. The balloting, which began 
at 10 o’clock, was a mere formal af- 
fair, for it was plainly evident from 
the changes in the early balloting that 
Martine’s election was assured. Mar- 
tine’s election was a fact; and Wood- 
row Wilson was the victor in the first 
battle for the presidency. 

I have stated that I am not proud 
of the way I used Senator Smith’s 
speech on the Hay-Pauncefote 
treaty. We were fighting veterans in 
the political game, men who knew 
all the tricks and who did not scruple 
to play any of them, In the rough 
school of practical politics I had been 
taught that ‘“‘you must fight the devil 
with fire,’’ and that it is as legitimate 
in politics as in war to deceive the 
enemy about your resources. But 
we conducted politics on higher lev- 
els during the eight years in the 
White House, when my chief, no 
longer an amateur,taught me:by pre- 
cept and example that effective fight- 
ing can be conducted without resort 
to the duplicities of those who place 
political advantage above principle. 
Woodrow Wilson made new rules for 
the game, and they were the rules 
which men of honor adopt when con- 
ducting their private business on 
principles of good faith and truth 
telling. 

Executive Leadership. 

The election of Martine having 
been settled and the preferential vote 
having been validated through the 
courageous handling of a _ delicate 
situation, the new Governor was firm- 
ly in the saddle. His leadership had 
been tested, and only the fragments 
of the “Old Guard” machine were 
left. The road was thus cleared of 
all obstacles in his own party that 
might be put in the Way of his pro- 
gram of constructive legislation. In 
his first message he discussed the 
major part of his program. 

(Mr. Tumulty here quotes Gov. 
Wilson’s message.) 

Having delivered this message, 
which contained a full and detailed 
discussion of his whole program, he 
applied himself with great energy 
and industry to the task of preparing 
the bills for introduction in the Sen- 
ate and House. Not content with the 
mere delivery of his message, he put 
himself entirely at the disposal of the 
members of the Legislature and in- 
dustriously applied himself to -this 
task of preparation until the fol- 
lowing measures: Regulation of pub- 
lio utilities; corrupt practices act; 
direct primaries act, and the employ- 
ers’ liability act, were in shape to be 
introduced. 

Overcoming Opposition. 

While his leadership was vindi- 
cated as a result of the Smith-Mar- 
tine fight, the contest had undoubt- 
edly left many bitter scars and en- 
mities whith soon manifested them- 
selves in the unfriendly attitude of 
the Smith men in the Legislature to- 
ward the new Governor, and particu- 
larly toward his program of con- 
structive legislation. For a while 
after the election of Martine they 
seemed subdued and cheerfully re- 
signed to defeat, but when the new 
Governor launched his legislative 
program they began eagerly to at- 
tack it in many subtle ways. While 
there were some members of this 
group who honestily opposed the 
Governor’s program because of their 
conservative tendencies, the major- 
ity of the opposition were bent upon 
“putting it to sleep” because, for- 
sooth, it bore the Wilson label. The 
new Governor quickly grasped the 
full significance of the situation and 
openly challenged the opposition. 
To accomplish his purpose he did an 
unprecedented thing. He invited the 
Democratic members of the Legisla- 
ture to meet him in the Supreme 
Court room of the Statehouse, and 
there, face to face, he laid before 
them various items of his program 
and challenged the opposition to lay 
their car@s on the table. In the 
course of this conference one of the 
leaders of the Smith-Nugent faction 
expressed his dissatisfaction with the 
whole program, challenging the new 
Governor's right to be present at the 
conference, even intimating that his 
presence at the conference was an 
unconstitutional act which might 
subject him to impeachment. The 
new Governor, undisturbed by this 


criticism, turned to the gentleman 
who had challenged his right to be 
present at the conference and said: 

You can turn aside from the 

measure if you choose; you can 
decline to follow me; you can de- 
prive me of office and turn away 
from me, but you cannot deprive 
me of power so long as I stead- 
fastly stand for what I believe to 
be the interests and legitimate de- 
mands of the people themselves. 
I beg you to remember, in this 
which promises to be an historic 
conference, you are settling the 
question of the power or impo- 
tence, the distinction or the igno-, 
miny of the party to which the 
people with singular gererosity 
have offered the conduct of their 
affairs. 

Some of the members of the Legis- 
lature came to my office after this 
conference and told me of the great 
speech the Governor had just de- 
livered and how defiantly he had 
met the attack of his enemies. This 
caucus gave an emphatic indorse- 
ment of his legislative program, and 
in a few weeks the House of Assem- 
bly had acted upon it, and 
various bills which constituted his 
entire program were on their way to 
the Republican Senate. How to in- 
duce favorable action at the hands 
of the Republican Senate was a 
problem. There were very few 
members of the Senate whose ideals 
and purposes were in agreement with 
those of the Governor. 

Talking to the Republicans. 

When the bills reached the Senate 
the Governor began daily eonfer- 
ences. with the Republican members 
of that body, discussing with them 
the items of his program and urging 
speedy action upon them. As a part 
of the program of inducing the Re- 
publicans to support him, a friend of 
mine who was on the inside of the 
Republican situation reported to me 
that it was the opinion in the Re- 
publican ranks that the new Gov- 
ernor was too much a professor and 
doctrinaire; that he was lacking in 
good-fellowship and companionship; 
that while the members of the Leg- 
islature who had conferred with him

A small semi-circular 
piece of wood was pulled backwards 
and forwards over these ropes and 
to it was attached the person or bag- 
gage being taken across. ‘ 
Passengers Sit on Water. 

The Tibetans thoroughly enjoyed 
pulling the coolies across, after being 
first properly trussed. In the middle 
the ropes sagged so much that the 
passenger sat on top of the ice-cold 
water. Here the Tibetans paused 
long enough to allow the large waves 
to drench the unfortunate passenger. 
It required a half day to get the ex-/ 
pedition across, but much to my re- 
lief, nothing was lost. 

On thé following morning we 
awoke to find an inch of snow, which 
soon melted. We continued along the 
left bank of the uninteresting stony 
valley of the.Arun to Lashar, where 
we encamped in windy spot, almost 
opposite the spot where we met 
quicksands on the march up. Here 
we had a beautiful view of Everest, 
the last we were to get as we were 
now again on the old route.

A SHORT LEGISLATIVE JOB. 

The extra session of the Legislature, which opened 
yesterday, should be short and effective for the pur- 
pose for which it was called. 

Under the Governor’s call the Legislature hag only 
two subjects of legislation: providing for the issue 
of soldier bonus bonds and the payment of the pro- 
ceeds to the ex-service men at the earliest possible 
moment, and providing for the earliest possible issue 
of the first $10,000,000 of road bonds, so that work 
on the good-roads program may begin mext year and 
the $2,500,000 available from the Federal good-roads 
fund may be used on Missouri roads.

limit its application to aliens, whom the Federal 
Government is bound to protect under the obliga- 
tions of treaties. 

The Constitution confers jurisdiction upon the Fed- 
eral courts in all civil cases where an alien is a party 
and when the amount involved exceeds a certain sum. 
Yet when it comes to matters affecting his life and 
his rights under the law of nations the Federal Gov- 
ernment has no jurisdiction whatever. It is in the 
position of assuming international obligations which 
it cannot legally discharge, with the result that our 
Government stands defenseless against the claims of 
foreign Governments made in behalf of their nationals 
thus injured. 

The incongruity of this situation has compelled 

many Secretaries of State to adopt the most equivocal 
attitudes in attempting to combat the demands of 
foreign Governments. When the Chinese Govern- 
ment in 1885 and the Italian Gevernment, again, in 
1891, demanded redress and the punishment of mob 
leaders who lynched and murdered their nationals, we 
could only plead that the question of punishment was 
not in the hands of the Federal Government and must 
be left to local tribunals—where local sentiment was 
not unlikely to approve the crimes. 
But when Brazil attempted fn 1875 to excuse its 
inability to punish assailants of an American citizen 
on the ground that the local provincial court alone’ 
had jurisdiction the United States Government in- 
formed the Brazilian Government with stern em- 
phasis that the provincial authorities were unknown 
to this Government; that it was with Brazil -that 
we carried on diplomatic intercourse and from her 
that we expected the fulfillment of international ob- 
ligations.

Among the rewards of equalizing educational op- 
portunity in the rural districts will be the holding of 
the farmers’ children to the wholesome life of the 
farm, where, with the aid of scientific instruction in’ 
agriculture, they may, in time, surpass their fathers 
in extracting wealth from the soil. 

Equal educational opportunity on ths farms 
throughout the United States must come and will 
come. For the speeding of that day, let it be re 
membered, good roads are of the utmost importance.

There is no intimation, 
for example, that the familiar face of that Brockton 
shoemaker is to disappear from the advertising 
columns. 

St. Louis, of course, may justifiably be proud-of its 
supremacy in this great industry, but we do not want 
to achieve empire on the ruins of “an older civiliza- 
tion.” There are so many people in the world, all 
blessed with feet, all needing shoes, that it does seem 
as if there were room enough for Lynn to keep eon 
making footprints on the sands of time along with 
St. Louis. Anyhow, there is no desire on St. Louis’ 
part to put the shoe factories of Massachusetts tn the 
cobwebbed, bat-infested desolation of New England’s 
abandoned farms.

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BOARD TO RECOMMEND 


FEDERAL HOSPITAL SITE 


Inspectors Visiting Cities in This 
District That Are Trying to 
Obtain Institution.

Maj. Leon Fraser. executive of- 
ficer of the United States Veteran;’ 
Bureau and assistant to Director- 


General Forbes of the bureau, said 
to a Post-Dispatch reporter yester- 
day that the selection of a location 
for the Government hospital to be 
erected in this, the Ninth, army dis- 
trict for the treatment of neuyro- 
psychiatric diseases among former 
service men will be determined 
largely by the recormhmendations of 
an inspection board which is now 
visiting the cithts trying to obtain 
the hospital. 

The inspection board is headed by 
Lieutenant-Colonel Roger Brooke of 
the Medical Corps. The board waa 
in Excelsior Springs, Mo., Wednes- 
day; in Leavenworth, Kan., yester- 
lay, and was expected in Kansas 
City today. Maj. Fraser said it prob- 
ably would come here from Kansas 
City to investigate the claim 8t 
Louls is putting forward for the 
hospital. St. Joseph also is said to 
be a contender for the hospital, 
which it is estimated will cost ap- 
proximately $2,000,000. 

Maj. Fraser said Director Forbes, 
who also was in St. Louis yesterday, 
was favorably impressed with the 
advantages claimed for St. Louis 
and would give this city full con- 
sideration. e said he did not be- 
lieve the location of St. Louis at 
the eastern boundary of the district 
would operate against the city, be- 
cause the main points to be consid- 
ered were accessibility by rail, near- 
ness to the centers of population, 
medical and surgical facilities of tha 
city, and cost of construction. An 
arhitect and an engineer are mem- 
bers of the inspection board. 

The Government is now operating 
a hospital here for former servicso 
men in the City Infirmary Building 
on Arsenal street. A dispatch from 
Washington yesterday said City 
Counselor Caulfield was in Wash- 
ington trying to obtain revision of 
the five-year lease under which the 
Government pays the city rental of 
$12,000 a year. The city contends 
the rental should be at least $50,000 
a year.

LEOTTI, ORCHESTRA CONDUCTOR, 
DROPS DEAD IN DRESSING ROOM 


Leader Expires at Houston, Tex., 
After Directing First Act 
of Opera. 
By the Associated Press. 

HOUSTON, Tex., Nov. 4-—Giovan- 
ni Leotti, orchestra conductor of the 
De Fro Grand Opera Company, 
dropped dead in his dressing room 
at a local theater shortly after the 
curtain had descended on the first 
act of the company’s presentation of 
the opera “La Forza Del Destino,” 
last night. Leotti’s home was in 
New York, and it was said he had 
directed the opera more than a hun- 
dred times. Announcement of his 
death was made from the stage and 
the audience was dismissed. 

Leotti was conversing with the 
tenor, Nicola Zepola, when he sud- 
denly clutched at his side and col- 
lapsed. He was dead before medical 
aid could be summoned. 

Nervous trouble, believed to have 
been caused by a transfusion of 
blood to his wife, following an op- 
eration from which she died, was 
believed by members of the troupe to 
have ‘caused .the conductor’s death. 

Leotti was born in Chalabria, 
Italy, and had been in America 10 
years.

kept rigid. You will find this ex- 
ercise is decidedly difficult if you 
are padded with excessive fat around 
the waistline or hips, but it is just 
this portion of the body that it will 
benefit the most. So strive on, 
even though it seems a strain at 
first. 

I want you to be very careful 
about the position of the hands. The 
arm that is raised upward must be 
kept in a line perfectly parallel with 
the arm that touches the floor. The 
strain on the knees is a splendid 
strengthener of the unused cords in 
the back of the calf of the leg and 
knees, and as these are the cords 
that mean nimbleness when exer- 
cised, you can readily see the ad- 
vantage of this movement. There 
is a decided twist at the waist line 
that affects not only the internal 
organs, but the surface superfluous 
fat which, when not watched, grows 
in rolls around the abdomen and 
hips, and as it is so difficult to 
reach in ordinary exercises this one 
will fill a long-felt want among our 
set of reducing exercises.

Care of the

N abundance of fresh, pure air

As I stated in a previous article, 
a baby is very easily disturbed ‘by 
changes in temperature and by ex- 
posure to cold air. He must be Kept 
quiet and he must be kept Warn. 
After the first few weeks of Iilfe. 
when the regular daily reutine has 
been established, we must give the 
need of providing baby with addi-. 
tional fresh air careful considera- 
tion, as it is a vital need. Let me 
repeat—as vital as proper feeding. 

Now the management of baby's 
airings will depend upon the s¢a- 
sons. It is a much more simple mat- 
ter for summer born babies, when 
the child can be kept out of doors, 
in the carriage and the windows are 
always open. All that is necessary
